RECITALS AT BALLS- 
BRIDGE. 


The Hungarian Quartet gave recitals yes- 
terday for the Royal Dublin Society. The 
members of this quartet, who have not been 
heard in Dublin before, are Emeric Wald- 
bauer, Tivadar Orszagh, Jean de Temesvary 
and Eugene de Kerpely. They come from 
& quarter whence have issued many eminent 
Chamber music groups, including, in recent 
years, the Budapest Trio and the Lener 
Quartet. Composers belonging to the same 
country also show a strong attachment to 
Chamber music, and a work by one of them, 
Kodaly, was included in the programme of 
last night's recital. 

The afternoon programme opened with one 
of the more familiar quartets of Haydn, that 
in G major, Op. 76, No. 1. The principal 
work of the afternoon, however, was the 
long and interesting B flat Quartet, Op. 67, 
of Brahms. In view of the length of the 
work it is a curious fact that the move- 
ments are but slightly varied in mood. -In 
what might have been a slow movement the 
music is not distinctly slower or more re- 
poseiul than tha; of the other movements, 
and the scherzo has little of the special 
character of a scherzo as the term generally 
has been understood, since Beethoven. 
Indeed, for that matter, the first movement 
could well serve as a 
movement is important enough, even though 
not in true somata form for a first move- 
ment. 


EXTREME CARE, 


That, despita the leved character of its 
parts, “the quartette holds the attention 
curing all its great length, is due to the 
extreme care with which Brahms fashioned 
cvery detail of the music. There is always 
something doing, and one pricks up one’s 
ears repeatedly im the desire to know exactly 
what it is, and why it seems so attractive, 
although evidently rather intricate. 
form of music is so engaging that one does 
not feel for a moment any want of colour. 
Itespite the big style of the music it is 
carried quite comfortably by the string 
quartet, and to transfer any of the strains 
to wood wind or brass would be an offensive 
jece of fussiness. In that respect the 

flat Quartet may be regarded as one of 
tha most excellent imstances of what we 
mean by absolute music. At all events, it 
is one of the most highly polished of the 
works of Brahms, ever a careful finisher of 
his task. In pa , you may dip almost 
anywhere into the music of this quartet and 
be sure to find a signal e#xample of the 
rhythmic variety and subtlety by which all 
the composer’s work, bat none more than 
this quartet, is distinguished.

Laver. 


I hear that the succulent sea vegetable 
known as “ laver’’ is now in perfection. 
I agree that it should be far more widely 
known and used. It is served usuallv 
with roast beef or mutton, and should ua 
sent to table very hot. Indeed, in times 
past it was always sent in at the last 
moment in a saucepan, camouflaged by a 
paper frill or a napkin. 

Laver is an acquired iaste, but a taste 
worth acquiring. There are three varie- 
ties to be found on the Irish coast—the 
common, ensily-found kind; a fine rare 
variety called “ eninóg,” and a summer 
varicty Which rejoices in the suggestive 
appelation ‘‘tripity.”’ ‘The country 
people invariably speak of lJlaver as 
“ sloak,” and they hold it in high esteem. 
Unfortunately, it is a very cold andl 
terious task to scrape it off the rocks, 
and only very poor people will under- 
take the job. In summer laver is almost 
white in colour, but in winter, and espe- 
cially after frost, it takes on a rich dark 
brown tint. It is then in perfection. 
It must be boiled for a long time, and 
should not be flavoured on any account.

A Suicide “ Record.” 


I notice that cases of suicide reached 
“‘record’’ proportions Jast year in Vienna. 
According to the annual] “‘ suicide report ”’ 
issued by the Chief of Police, 5,065 
persons attempted to take their own lives 
during 1930 in that city, of whom 1,019 
were successful. Details reveal that there 
were more attempts by women than by 
men, while 603 men succeeded, as against 
only 416 women. Unhappy love affairs 
accounted for 75, and family disputes for 
140, of the total. Despair born of present 
economic conditions in this post-war 
capital was the predominant influence. 
Many of the victims belonged to the old 
upper classes, which find themselves 
unable to stand the new struggle for 
existence on even terms with their pro- 
letariat contemporaries now controlling 
the destinies of Vienna. A recent pathetic 
instance was that of an old coachman 
who had been in the service of a nobleman 
for thirty years. After the latter had 
perforce to part with his horses, they 
found th: old man’s body hanging in the 
stables.

February sunshine. 

The pleasant old house still recalls the 
strange genius who made its fame, Father 
Benson delighted in decorating the walis. 
He had-the hall and staitcate repanelled, 
and he and two friends carved the panels. 

The same three men madezbetween them 
the wonderful tapestries w cover the 
walls of a bedroom and sitting-room. it 
was their pride to say that no woman 
had touched the work with her profaninz 
needle. In the bedroom there is a Dance 
of Death, an extraordinary piece of work, 
modernised, and introducing a.racing tout 
a hobble-skirted lady, and Monsignor 
Benson himself. All the figures are done 
in appliqué work on a brown ground. The 
last scene, where Death lies on the bier, 
is a splendid piece of design. Yet I would 
not care to be the honoured visitor who 
should sleep in this room. 

The study tapestry shows the quest of 
the Holy Grail, where the gardener and 
his dog Jack are joined to the end of a 
long procession. 

Monsignor Benson’s imagination added 
a further distinction to the house in a 
ghost who shows herself in a certain room. 
Still, evidence of her comings is not to 
be had at present, and the house has an 
airy tranquility free ffom any sense of 
‘* ghostliness.”’ 


The Hermione Lecturer. 
Professor Reginald M. Y. Gleadowe, who 


will deliver this vear’s Hermione Lectures 
at Alexandra College, Dublin, holds a dis- 
tinguished position in the art world in 
England. 

In his earlier days Professor Gleadowe 
served as art master at Winchester, and 
in 1919 became assistant to the Director 
of the National Gallery in London, and 
subsequently senior lecturer at that in- 
stitution. A few years ago Professor 
Gleadowe was appointed Lecturer in Fine 
Arts at Queon’s University, Belfast, and 
is now Slade Professor of Fine Arts at 
Oxford University. 

Apart from his art tendencies, Professor 
Gleadowe rendered valuable service at the 
Admiralty, being successively Assistant 
Principal and Secretary to the first Inter- 
Allied Naval Conference. He was also 
King’s Messenger for a time for the 
Eastern Mediterranean. 

Professor Gleadowe is an artist of merit, 
and has exhibited at the New English and 
Grosvenor Galleries in London. The sub- 
ject of his Hermione Lectures will be 
‘‘ Painting and Sculpture of the Italian 
Renaissance.’’

of Pensions Hospital, Carysfort avenue, 
Blackrock, during the past thirteen years. 
There now are a hundred palidede Fecstriag 
treatment there, It has been rumoured that 
the hospital, which still servas a valuable 
purpose, is to be closed. Inquiries, how- 
ever, elicited neither confirmation ner denial 
of the report. 
Feall, the buildings were used as a 
industrial school for the South of Ireland. 
This school was transferred to Belfast, and 
the buildings were taken over by the War 
Office in 1917 as a emg hospital. Until 
the end of the war, and later, drafts of 
wounded soldiers were removed to it from 
the battlefields. In 1920 it was transferred 
ty the Ministry of Pensions as a special 
surgical and orthopedic hospital for disabled 
ex Service men. Since its institution 23,400 
patients have been treated in it, and a staff 
of surgeons and physicians have been work- 
ing for the past thirteen years to restore 
them to health. Their blue uniforms are 
a common sight in and around Blackrock. 


BONE-GRAFTING, 


Though in many cases it has been im- 
possible to do more. than alleviate the 
sufferings of these patients, some remarkable 
cures have been effected, Particularly satis- 
factory results have been obtained in bone- 
grafting operations, which are frequently 
performed. In the course of their work the 
medical staff have come into contact with 
many strange cases. Recently a patient, on 
being put under the X-Ray, was found to 
have @ piece of a metal saw fixed in his 
skull. This discovery was made thirteen 
vears after the wound had been inflicted! 
He still is under treatment. The most 
‘common ailment with which the doctors have 
to contend is what is known in technical 
language as ‘“‘ surgical flair up.” This is 
ihe breaking open of old wounds, and is 
frequently the result of a“ bone being 
shattered by a bullet. It is extremely 
difficult to deal with, as always it is liable 
to recur. One soldier actually was treated 
en ene different occasions for the same 
wound, 


ARTIFICIAL LIMBS, 


Perhaps the most interesting department 
is the artificial limbs section, in which 
artificial limbs of all kinds are supplied and 
applied. Men who have lost both arms and 
legs have been fiitted with instruments which 
enable them to walk and handle things with 
wonderful freedom. At the hospital are 
manufactured all kinds of surgical boots for 
the pensioners in the Free State. The work 
of manufacture is carried out by a staff 
composed entirely oí ex-Service men. 

Dr. T. O Graham is medical superin- 
tendent of the hospital, and is assisted by 
a matron, with a staff of eighteen nurses. 

With about a hundred patients under their 
care, the rumour of the closing of the 
hospital seems to have slender foundation.

HE Belfast Corporation at its monthly 
meeting to-day considered the proposal 
submitted by the Finanee Committee 
to abolish the £40 civie subsidy upon new 
i houses built in Bel- 
fast. The Northern 
Government already 
has decided to reduce 
the Government hous- 
subsidy from 
£ to £50, so that 
if the recommendation 
of the Finance Com- 
mittea of the Cor- 
poration were adopted 
the subsidy in Belfast 
would he reduced 
from £140 to £50. 
A deputation from 
FF is "ea the National Federa- 
á : tion of Building Tradé 
Sin W. Coates. Operatives attended, 
| and urged that the 
subsidy be continued. They stated that 
there was not yet sufficient houses of the 
ype required by the working classes, and 
that the discontinuance of the subsidy would 
mean that many workers in the building 
trade would be thrown out of employment. 
Councillor Sir William Coates, moving the 
minutes of the Finance Committee, referred 
t3 the recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee to discontinue the £40 Corporation 
subsidy for new houses at the end of the 
financial year. The Finance Committee had 
arrived at this decision for four different 
1easons :— 


1—The Corporation already had spent 
£400,000 on grants for the building of 
houses. 

2—The loan charges amounted to £31,000 
per year, or 3d. in the &. 

5—If the subsidy were continued for 
another year it would cost the Corporation 
and the ratepayers 4d. in the £ on the 
rates. 

4—The number of houses already built 
was 12,719 during the past ten years, arid 
at the present time there were 2,100 vacant 
houses in Belfast. 


TOWN PLANNING. 


There were as many houses as were re- 
quired at the present time. Within a reason- 
able time there would be a Town Planning 
Bill in force in Northern Ireland, and it 
would be better for the Corporation to keep 
some money in hand to apply to town 
planning and slum clearance, rather than 
Spend it upon further subsidies. 

Dealing with a proposal to spend £50,000 
ia the extension of Peter’s Hill Baths, Sir 
William Coates said: ‘The time is coming. 
sooner or later, when the Corporation must 
im: «pending money. That is all about it.” 

e added that the expenditure upon Peter's 
Hill Baths might very well be deferred. He 
agreed to take the matter back for further 
consideration. 

Councillor Dawson Gordon (Labour) said 
that they could make no arrangements for 
bus clearance until further houses were 
uilt. 

Several members urged .the continuance of 
the subsidy, and suggested that the form of 
the subsidy should be altered, so that it 
would not go directly to the builders. 

Eventually, the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. agreed to take back for further 
consideration the proposed abolition of the 
housing subsidy, and to consider suggestions 
for varying the method of paving the subsidy, 
and also a plan to enable the buildin 
schemes, already approved, to be sochplaned

Dealing with the cause of the world slump, 
he blamed it partly gn the too rapid expan- 
sion of credit in America, and asserted that 
the wrong remedies were now being applied. 
Unemployment in the different countries was 
steadily rising, and would be worse, until 
proper steps were taken to deal with the 
situation. The world was now engaged in 
destroying its basic industries, and the credit 
system was in danger of collapse. 

Sir George, setting out the remedies for 
the crisis, said that they must first face the 
facts, and have a conference of business men 
in the various countries to talk matters over. 

The ‘second thing needed was the forgiveness 
of inter-Allied debts, including the forgiveness 
of German reparations. The third vital thing 
was to make sure of world peace. The 
League .of Nations had done something in 
this respect, but they had to make it a much 
more effective organisation. »He would iike 
to see Mr. Ramsay Macdonald announce to 
the world that Great Britain intended to 
stand behind the League, whatever it might 
cost, 


RUSSIA. 


Sir Géorge spoke of how Britain could act 
as pioneer in a world recovery, and said that, 
while they might not like Socialism, he was 
sure they would have to find capital for 
Russia. In Russia 160,000,000 of people were 
wakening out of a condition of slavery and 
asking for help. 

The last century was particularly a 
century of United States expansion. This 
pew century,’ he declared, will be a Russian 
century. The United States enjoys a railway 
system of 260,000 miles, and Russia, which 
is three times as large, only 40,000 miles. 
That shows the scope for expansion. 


Sir George also stressed the opportunities | 


for expansion in China and India, pointing 
out that the opening "p of these countries 
would create a demand fer British goods, 

In closing, he said that Britain would be

That money 
could have been obtained by the Irish far- 
mers if they had known in time that there 
was a big shortage of turkeys. He stated 
that it was amazing to see dealers buying 
turkeys in the big market in Dundalk at 
Sid. per lb. and then seliing them the follow- 
ing week at-1s. 2)d. per lb. The higher price 
should have gone to the farmers’ wives who 
had reared the turkeys, and would have gone 
to them if they had been aware of the fact 
that there was a big shortage. 


“LET DOWN.” 


The Chairman (Mr. J. T. McGee) said that 
he agreed that the farmers and their wives 
had been badly let down, but he did not see 
how the Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture could be held responsible. The Depart- 
ment could doubtless give the statistics of the 
numbers of turkeys in this country, but they 
could not give any reliable statistics to show 
that there was a world shortage. Personally 
he knew of dealers who came to. market pre 
pared to pay 9d, per |b. for turkeys, and, 
when they saw the small demand, got them 
for 7d. Afterwards they had to pay ls. 2d. 
for them. It was one of these things which, 
while being very unfortunate, could not be 
helped by anybody. 

Mr, Morgan—It was obvious that many 
people were wanting to get a cheap turkey 
at the expense of the farmer. Somebody 
made money out of turkeys, and that some 
body was not the farmer.

Economy depends ort policy,) policy’ is em- 
bodied in laws, and the feature of recent 
legislation’ has “been the statutory 
rcommitment of the taxpayer, not 
only to great expense in the present, 
but also to greater expense in the 
future. But if statesmen have courage 
and the public have confidence, 
economies can ,undoubtedly be effected 
on a large scale. A reduction of one-half 
per cent, in the interest on the Funded 
Debt, if rendered -wssible by an improve- 
ment of long term Government credit, 
would save over £30,000,000 a year; but, 
in the absence of public confidence in the 
determination of Governments to 
economise, such an improvement in credit 
is impossible. 

The separation of relief from unemploy- 
ment benefit and the grant of relief accord- 
ing to need, but not as a right, might 
save as mueh as £25,000,000. The 
Government Actuary’s figure of economies

The only power left to the Corporation 
was “ Talk, talk,” If the same generosity 
were not extendéd to the Corporation as to 
the Commissioners, then let the Commis- 
sioners be installed and let them contirme 
their rakes’ progress. 

Mr. Briscoe said, that when the Govern. 
ment took over the Corporation's electricity 
plant and its profits it should also have 
taken over the responsihility for the capital 
debt of £520,000. 

Mr. James Larkin ({sen.) said that the 
City Commissioners had raised the capital 
debt by an amount that wonld put a charge 
of £135,000 a year in interest on the rate- 
payers. These three “ Pooh-Bahs” had 
acted as the friends of the bankers. 


“A MEAN ATTACK,” 


Sir Thomas Robinson said that a large 
amount of the money spent had been spent 
on the working classes, and one of the 
difficulties of providing houses for the very 
poor was one that could be. helped by 
Councillor Larkin, because it re- 
lated to the tremendous cost of building 
dwellings within the means. of the very poor 
people. However, he had little fault to find 
with Mr. Larkin’s speech. “He found fault, 
however, with Alderman L. ©’Neill’s speech. 
He thought that, with his long experience 
In the Corporation, he should have 
differentiated between reproductive and un- 
productive work. It must be evident that 
money borrowed ‘and expended on reproduc- 
tive work was not of the reprehensible 
character he represented it to be. “The in- 
crease in the capital debt, due entirely to 
the reproductive debt, had increased, but 
in the same years the unproductive debt 
had decreased. He was not. afraid of a 
capital debt of. £5,000,000. If necessary 
let them have another £5,000,000 on top 
of it if it would complete their housing. 
For thirty years he had been reading 
speeches of members of the Cérporation 
and how their hearts went 
out to the working classes. Some of tham 
had been there for thirty years, and what 
had they done? Instead of doing some 
thing there that night, they had spent an 
hour, attacking three men who took over 
the Management of the city for six years. 

It Was a mean attack, as those three men 
were not present. They had done what they 
were ortlered to do, and, as a representative 
of -busigess, men in the city,.:he said - that.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

One of the most extraordinary features 
of the relations between the Government of 
a country and its agricultural population is 
the wide chasm that separates the theoretical 
views of the farmer and the practical opinion 
of the latter. In almost every country in 
the world we have farmers calling loudly 
for assistance from their gs" sy Govern- 
ments, and the latter are offering panaceas 
for agricultural ills which rarely amount to 
little more than an invitation to the farmer 
to subject himself to still further statutory 
control in the conduct of his brsiness. We 
have Marketing Acts, Weeds Acts and re- 
trospective measures of many sorts, but all 
too rarely appreciate bed rock needs, 


THE C.0.B. AS A MODEL. 

The first of these is the economic produc- 
tion and saying of the produce of the land. 
A ‘fine example of beneficent legislation and 
administration in this respect was the work 
of the Congested Districts Board in the 
Western area Small farmers with plota of 
bog. were provided with suitable dwellings 
and skeleton out-offices. They were given 
implements at reduced prices payable on 
easy terms. They were then given prac- 
tical instruction in the best methods of farm- 
ing suited to their condition—they were 
taken from the methods of the spade and 
turned directly into practical farmers with- 
out having to go through the ordinary slip- 
shod methods typical of farmers in other 
parts of the country. If they wished to 
erect a small hay shed, poultry house, or 
cattle byre, they were encouraged to do so, 
and allowed a grant to cover portion of the 
cost after the work had been done to the 
satisfaction of the local overseer. The re- 
sults are to be seen in what was formerly a 
famine area. 

It seems never to have been recognised 
that the tarmoil of the land agitation left 
most parts of the country in similar need. 
All our agriculturists now have ample facill- 
ties “in regard to éducation, but the farm 
steadings of our small holdings are often 
sadly deficient. 

THE QUESTION OF LOANS. 

Should the time ever arrive when a 
farmer’s Government gets into power it is 

ible that the following may prove to 
Arms of its programme :— 

Provision of loans, free of interest, for 
the erection of buildings, where re- 
quired, repayable according fo the size 
of the holding. This would in- 
clude “— cattle ba piggeries, fowl 
houses, hay sheds. What a n the last- 
mentioned would have been to every farmer 
in the season 1930. In the granting of 
such loan the irritating procedure of proving 
ownership, etc., must be eliminated. The 
improvement should be regarded as beir 
effected on the holding, not merely for the 
tenant or occupier for the time being; it 
should be a national work. 

Though this might be regarded as a 
Socialistic proposal, those who advocate it 
regard it en nn an extension of the work 
of land purchase. 

Arrangements would be made under which 
manufacturers would make certain standard 
sheds, fowl-houses and such like on the 
basis of mass production. ig for cement 
work in the erection of these buildings would 
be available at convenient centres, together 
with advice and technical assistance. 

The e lence of the old Congested 
Districts would go to prove that the 
cost of such services need not excessive. 
With scientists now agreeing that artificial 
manures are essential in the economics of 
crop production, their use can be regarded 
as part of established practice. 

ANSPORT OF FARM PRODUCE. 

An agricultural Government would also see 
to the cheap and rapid transit of farm pro- 
duce from “one part of the country to 
another. This could be economically done 
without interfering with existing trade 
channels of distribution. The provision of 
small coastal steamers to move grain from 
districts. where there is a surplus to other 
areas’ is plainly indicated as a development 
of the immediate future. 
The ‘application of industrial production 
methods to agriculture side lines must be 
considered, ¢.g.—We do not want a tax on 
boots, except it is going to improve not only. 
home boot-making, but the tanning industry ; 
we should not have a tax on blankets, except 
in so far as it will bring better prices for 
the wool of home-bred sheep.

A defence of the medical staff at the Rom- 
ford (Essex) Institution was made at last 
night’s meeting of the Romford Urban 
Council, when the local representatives of the 
Guardians’ Committee were questioned on the 
subject of the consumption of alcohol at the 
institution, The question arose over a state- 
ment made at the last meeting of the Essex 
Public Assistance Committee that £497 16s. 
9d. was spent from April 4th to December 
15th last year on 648 bottles of brandy, 246 
bottles of wine, and 642 botties of beer. Mr. 
C. W. Durrant, a member of the local Com- 
mittee, said that he failed to see that there 
had been any wastage when they realised 
that there were over 600 patients in the 
hospital. If it was insinuated that’ members 
of the Public Assistance Committee’ had any 
of it, he could only say he had never seen 
any about. 

Mr. G. A. Rea said that he had the fullest 
confidence in the doctors, and he refused to 
believe that there was any orgy of drunken- 
ness. It was a monstrous and unwarranted 
suggestion that there had been any extra- 
vagant use of alcohol. Much of the intoxi- 
cants which were an absolute necessity for 
the patients, including many accident cases, 
were paid for by those patients, and did not 
come out of the rates.

We had to stimulate and revivify our 
industry and agriculture, bring our 
finance under a tighter control, discharge 
unflinchingly our duty of giving just and 
impartial protection to the primitive 
millions of India and develop the 
economic unity of our Empire. As a 
preliminary they had to throw this 
wretched, spendthrift, intriguing, grovel. 
ling Government into the street. |

THE SCRUB BULL. 
(By GRENOD.) 

N the words of a Texan Cat ** The 

serub bull an ounce of lead down 

hyer!” This was in 1911, when I was 


knocking around the Panhandle, mterested 


in cattle and a little disappointed in not 
finding any of the huge grazing herds of 
“‘Jong-horned Texan steers ' 1 had read so 
much about. True, | : w a great many herds, 
but they consisted chiefly of an admirc-le 
cross-bred and, in some instances, smaller 
herds of weill-bred cattle. 

As at that period most of Kurope’s frozen 
beef supply came from the Uni States, | 
could only agree with this cattleman of long 
experience that the enormous imp ovement in 
the American cattle industry, both for home 
consumption and for export, could be reason- 
ably put down to “an ounce of lead.” 

About 1912 the Government of the 
Argentine in the effort to compete successfully 
against the American mn the { markets ol 
Europe, passed drastic legislation compelling 
the ranchers to destroy the scrub bull among 
their cattle herds. This has been so thorough, 
and the Government has been helped so well 
in every way by the ranchers themselves, 
that the Argentine has captured the market 
for chilled beef in Britain, and as recently as 
1929 took in hard cash for beef alone 
£24 658,670. 

It is then to the great credit of the Free 
State Government that in 1925 similar legis. 
lation, though not so drastic as the two I 
have mentioned, was passed in the Dail, and 
the result is that already there is a marked 
improvement in Irish cattle. In 1950 the 
number of bulls shown as licensed under 
the Live Stock Breeding Act is 22,511, which 
figure is a decrease of over 5,000 during the 
past five years. 

This goes to confirm that the scrub bull 
is rapidly disappearing, with the result that 
the improvement in our cattle has been so 
evident that the British Government has 
decided to introduce legislation on the same 
lines as those in operation in the Irish free 
State and Northern Ireland. 

In 1970 tne cattle expérted to Great 
Britain from the whole of Ireland show an 
increase of 81,218 from 1929, and this, with 
the excellent quality of our young stock 
exhibited during the past few years, together 
with the effectiveness of the legislation by 
our two Governments, leaves no doubt as to 
the future progress of the Irish cattle 
industry.

INCOME TAX FRAUDS. 


FATHER AND SON PLEAD 
GUILTY. 


At Leicestershire Assizes, Leicester, vester- 
day, George Geary (62), boot manufacturer, 
Barwell, and George Percy Geary (35), boot 
manufacturer, his son, pleaded guilty to in- 
come tax frauds. 

Mr. J. G. Hurst, K.C., who prosecuted, said 
that the frauds were mainly of the hackneyed 
type, including payments made through the 
firm for private expenses, sales omitted from 
the books, and bogus wages entered. One 
hundred and fifty pounds was paid by the 
hrm’s cheque for a memorial window erected 
in a village chapel, for which subscriptions 
had been collected. The net amount which had 
been evaded was estimated by the Inland 
Revenue authorities at £22,000. The part 
played by the son was a minor one, and 
counsel asked that he should not be punished, 
so that he could carry on the business and 
ais employés from being thrown out of 
work. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., who defended, 
said that the case was one of the most re 
markable that he had heard of in his 
experience at the Bar. The elder defendant 
built a new house at an original estimate of 
£6,500. Alterations were made, and the final 
cost was over £30,000, though he could not 
understand how that money could be spent 
on a house with three reception rooms and 
five bedrooms. Anyhow, that was where the 
money had gone. 

Mr. Justice Talbot said that he would pro- 
nounce sentence this morning. 


HALF A SHIP TOWED UP 
THE THAMES. 


Half a steamer was towed up the English 
Channel last night to the ‘thames. It was 
that of the wrecked steamer Nurtur~’ ut, 
whic>, after grounding on a saribank near 
Dungeness, broke in two when efforts were 
mad: to retloat her, and then during last 
week-end was driven on to the shore by the 
high seas during a gale. in calm weather 
last night the stern half was refloated and 
taken in tow. 

The Nurtureton was a British steamer of 
6,000 tons, and, after unsuccessful attempts 
by three tugs to refloat her in January, she 
was abandoned.

TEN STOWAWAYS. 


STORIES OF HARDSHIPS 
IN AUSTRALIA. 


Ten stowaways on board the s.s. Rio 
Dorado, which arrived at Glasgow yesterday, 
described the hardships that they had under. 
Some of the men had 
migrated from Great Britain several years 
ago. The stowaways were:—Jack Percival, 
df Pym street, South ‘Bank, Yorks; H. 
Bowden, of Liverpool; Harry McDougall, of 
Lochee road, undee ; Sinclair, of 
Edinburgh; C. Williams, of London; A, G. 


| Dands, of Bristol; L. Temple, of Newcastle, 


two Anstralians, and a West African negro. 

They joined the vessel at Banbury, on the 
West Australian coast. 

The men, whose ages range from 22 to 
43, had worked at lumber camps, and 
McDougall told a rter that he had to 
walk from Queensland to Western Australia, 
a distance of over 3.000 miles. “T1 went 
to Australia,” he said, “ about seven and 
a halt years ago, as there were no prospects 
of employiaent at home. The first few years 
were quite successful, but after that things 
became very depressed. At Black Boy Camp, 
in Perth, for instance, there. were no fewer 
than 1,200 unemployed. We were starving, 
and [ tried to stowaway, but was discovered 
and sent back to Freemantle.’’ 

The man Temple, of Newcastle, said “I 
was starving and decided that I would have 
to make a dash for home. We could not 
make, when employed, enough money to keep 
us. We were given food and five sbillings 
a week pocket money at the camps. The 
food was of thé worst possible description. 
When we were thrown out of work, as there 
were no prospects of further employment, 
we made tracks for Banbury, getting what 
lifte we could on the road. We realised that 
conditions could not be so bad here as in 
Australia. We were quite willing to suffer 
a term of imprisonment in this country for 
stowing away rather than continue to meet 
such hardships as were were called upon to 
face down under.”’

They were not. in a position to 
prove their case, he added, and he could not 
deny the respondent his proper right.

DISCUSSION AT COLLEGE 
THEOLOGICAL SOCIETY.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


FEEDING TIME. 

Writing on this stibjéct in the Weckly Trish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
Now that daylight is ihcreasing all the birds 

should be fed As soon as ever there is light 
enough. As mahy people have taken up 
the new method of feeding the layers at 
night by artificial light, they will not be 
so badly off, but the majority of birds fed 
in the usua! way have to fast from four 
or five o'clock till the next morning, so 
do not let them be waiting for food. Good 
laying pullets are down off the perches 
before daylight looking for the nests to 
lay, so that someone should be up .be 
tween six and seven o'clock to open the 
traps doors. If a little grain is scattered 
in the litter of the shed, it will keep. 
them working afd relieve their hunger 
till a good breakfast can be given, and 
we like the soft warm mash for this. The 
evening feed is best if gtain, and this 
should be delayed as long as possible, 
feeding only just before they go to roost, 

so that their crops will be full for the 


night.
